The London Ecot.omisi 
which publishes a monthly inde v 
ii ',:mber of the price comm >tlitit* 
in its September issue gives the 
index number for m*.-at on Sept- 
ember 1st a.- 1 IH: th<t index num- 
ber fm- .May 1. VMM it. also given 
as 14;i, so that the i)rice is the 
same today as it was three years 

Gnat Ibitinti imports cattle 
and meat from the United 
States, the Argentine Republic, 
Denmark. Holland. France, 
Canafla, Australia, and New 
Zealand, and the price is fixed in 
thia free trade market according 
to the law supply and demand. 
As the price has been stable in 
the English market for three 
years it is fair to assume that 
the supply has been ample; 
for if there had been a shortage 
competition would certainly have 
advanced prices. 

In the United States, as in 
Germany, with our protective 
tariff the price of meat has ad- 
vanced and will remain high un- 
til we let down our tariff-pro- 
teetien iMurt and allow oompeti- 
tion w England does.

Salem m. ets apain at I!ro. h ulkersons in 
January I'l'' and in February 1^1*. Doubtio-s tiuTo were other 
meetinL'- i>f wliich there is no mention in the minutes. We find from 
Spenc r- ll;.-tor\ of Kentucky Haptists that I'nion church joined 
I.iUlo Kiver .\sM.ciati. n of I'liited Hai ti-ts in l«2o. Perhaps here in 
IS the reason it was called '•Union " charch. I'mted Baptists, or Mis- 
sionary as ilistin. uished fi-om the Hard-hell, or .\nti-N' isstonary Bap- 
tist. They were brave (mly throe \ears old. \ ot tf^cv entertain the 
Littlo Ki\er .Vssociation lf?L' ; .May IsJ'^ Tnioh church petilimed Sa- 
lem ^ hurch for Uro. and sister Swan to be their deacons. In answer 
Salem says:- We think the rei|Ue.-t reasonable and leave it entirely 
with Bro. and sister Swan.

A GLLMPSE .AT CO.NDirK >.VS IN l-M 

When Union church was bepir.ninp there was but one other 
church in all this couuty that was Salem, tht mother church. There 
were no railroads, steam-boat or steam mills then, for steam 
had not yet been harnessed. The settU'ments were few 
and far between. Wild beasts and Indians prowled the forests and 
eniianL'ered the settlers. V\ apons buppies and farm mathir.ery had 
noi ;, , • hi or: ; r- 1 roduced. The I'.at boat, the horse-mill, the ox-cart, 
the t i ,-\ ai'i. and the rip-s iw were the preat inventions of that con- 
(lUerinj civil . ati 'n Public free schools, mail routes, IN.st oilices. 
and .\ew.-pa;'( rs w. ro far away iuxries of which the wotiilurous wise 
told a round the cabin liro-side. The astonished listeners wondered: 
"How can ihisc thinps ue'.'" 
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no excuso. Iloii' \cas ih 'ir i »ia f 'oy. Tiu y 1 'Ved their church and 
gave \i th 'ir to;'.^. their cares. 'I'hoir loyally witneitsed in thidr at- 
tentlance upofi ;ts ineetitiL's and i'l I'l.oTcii c its discipline.

EVENTS FROM 1885 TO 1910 

Our records begin with .March l<'.'>. Tlie records before that date 
are said to have been burned with the residence of Pejton Hodge, the 
clerk of the church. Only five of the Constituent members names ap- 
pear on our reoords in 1832 viz: Sally Haynes. Sally Hottoe, Abel 
Tea<fue, Patsy Teague and William Buckley. William Buekley prob> 
ably the first nastor. as he apiiears to have been the "mover in or- 
ganization. He was born in Wordford cc>untv Tennessee. Ordained 
to preach in 1807. About ls2'i he moved to this place and united with 
this church. After a few years he moved to Caldwell county. He 
was regarded as one of the most able and effective preachers of his 
time. It is said hi- baritizcd l'!") persons in one church during 181K-19. 
He was greatly esteemed in Little Kiver .Association as appears from 
his being .Moderator from to Is^^, and apain in IS.i.J when the 
sj'lit ( ame. His closing ilays however were clouded. He poes with 
tne .Anti .Missionaries, and was finally silenced from preaching on ac- 
count of drunkanMa. (H« waa ffreat gnuMl fathar Of tba writer of 
this sketch.) 

The next pastor was probably .AbelTeague as he apfiears as still 
a member of the church and occasional Moderator until 1837. He 
preached th* iBtroduotonr MnBoa bofoto Littlo Rivar Aaaoeiatim ia 
18S6. 

EkL WUlit Champion appaara as the next paator. The May Min- 
utaa 1886 says: A diaeoune was deliverad by Bra Wlllia Champion. 
We appoint our communion season quartarly, April, June. Auguat and 
October. In June 1835 a Brother is excludod for intoxication. On 
motion wa take into consideration the propriety of building a new 
meeting hoaao. Broa., Bohia Boaa, Peyton Hodge and Samuel Wil- 
born are appointed a committoe, and they draw subscriptions and 

Srocure suoscribers, and so soon aa a auflment amount can be raised, 
ley proceed forthwith to employ some one to the building of said 
house, as has been described by the church. Evidently that was the 
aacond house that stood in what is now the cemetery west of the one 
WO are in to-day. It was not completed howi ver till IS'M. 

The .Septomber meetinp of lK{.''i tooK up the resolution that ways 
proposi (i by the A.ssociation. th;it the churches contribute for itiner- 
ant preaching. .Seven dollars and twenty-five cents were given. Mo- 
tion that Brother Graces' liberty to preach be extended to the ends of 
the earth. The July meeting 1830 petitions Bro. Grace to take the 
pastoral care of the church. He served till February 1837 when the 
church apDointed Bro. Robt. Hodge and Belus Boaz to look around and 
know if there can bo ono obtained. Thay report in April that they 
can obtain Jaa. W. Mansfield if they will chaag* time of meeting. 
Ho aarvaa them from 1887 to 1841. Thia appoara aa a poriod of mat 
proaperity in the church. Their new hooso is flniahad and tfio old 
one torn down, Additions are noted hy baptism or letter alntost 9f0f9 
meeting.

Ramer to exercise his gifts in the bounds of this and adjoining church- 
es if invited. On request of the Association they say:- We think it 
not expedient at this time to join the General Association. Dec. 3U, 
1H;?7 is appointed a day of prayer, thanksgiving and praise. The As- 
sociation meets with them again in H41. Of their pastor, Jas. W. 
.Manstield, Spencers History says:- He was the pastor of New Bethel 
church twenty-five years. When Little River Association divided in 
1833 most of the older ministers wt-nt with the Anti-Mission party. 
This left the churches in great destitution. To remedy this evil, Mr. 
Manstield repularly supplied several churches with monthly preaching 
on week days, till the Lord raised up young preachers to take charge 
of them. His gifts were practical rather than brilliant. He was de- 
voutly consecrated to his holy calling. He received small compensation 
yet earnestly advocated Misaiona, education and temperance rafona. 
He was greatly successful in winning souls to Christ. 

In December 1841 aeommitta* of Union church met at Mt Plaaa* 
ant near Berry Ferry aud received fourteen members. In April IStt 
thcao with others arofiven letters of dismission to conatituto a ehareh. 
Joel B. Grace. CoHn Hodge, John Boaz, William Terry, John Tarry 
and Peyton Hodge are appointed as helps in that organization. Jan. 
ls|j. Kid Joel E. Grace is called to the pastoral care of the church. 
March 1842, a committee is appointed to examine the treasurer office, 
sixteen cents is reported on hand. The same meeting liberated Colin 
Hodge lo exercise his gifts in the bounds of this church and if roquest- 
eil in Crittenden, Livingston and Caldwell counties. He preached his 
liist serm"n in Union church May b^f:.* and his wiilow. who is with US 
to-day. tells us he was arranpmp to commemorate his liftieth anniveraa- 
ryin the, ministry by preachinp heri' from thi' same text .May l.*'i»2. 

In .luly -ister Kli/.abeih llodco preseni~a bathiiip ura(i|)er to the 
church ami at her ileath wills the church twenty-live dollars. This is 
the mother v( Eld. Colin Ilodgf. Soon after this the church presents 
Bro. Grace the pastor a bautismal suit of clothes. Thirteen join the 
church as result of meeting of days. These were perhaps among the 
most iirosperous days of the church. Now has a membership of 122, 
.h7 whites and 3o blacks, and Mt. Pleasant has been eonstitutod from 
them.

February 1844 the church unanimously agreed to the ordination of 
Colin Hodge and appointed Saturday berore the third Sunday !n May 
for liim to be ordaine I, the meeting to commence on Friday before — 
the Counsil consisting id' Elders James Mansfield, Clayborn Wilson 
and Willis Champion. January 1854. just as the meeting was dis- 
missed. Brethren Colin Hodge and J. Millet canioand proposed preach- 
ing in the evening. The meeting continued nine days. Bro. Grace 
the pastor came and a door was opened to receive membera. Nine 
were baptized. 

September 1846, met and adjourned from day to day through its 
protracted meeting, assisted by Elders Collins,. Hodge and Champion. 
Fifteen wore admitted to the church. We have two sisters only re- 
maining with us to tell of the great revivals of 1845 — 4ti. Thr follow- 
ing December KIder Grice resigned, after five years of faithful efTec- 
tjve Work, in which the churcii flourished as a tree planted by the 
rivers o*' wafers. brinj. i'ip forth fruit in her scison. 

.Mtirch 1'^47, EUler Colin lli).!pe met with the I'hurch ami accepted 
the p;istoral care for one year. .luly the church rciiuested the 

the lastor to d»'!iver . discouise on Missionary Benevolence, the asso- 
ciation h.avinp callr : the attontiorv of the churches to the religious 
state o! the coi.ntr; . Up to this time very little attention had been 
given to mi--.ion work abroad— indeed they felt there was plenty in 
their own bouiids. 

Abnit this time a preat trouble ar^ s, in the churcii, continuing 
some two years. Tweiitv-f> i are disinis.-e.t by letter and exclusion. 
They now number only

contribute regularly after this.

Baptism in \vh ch he has advanced doctrine and made assertions as we 
believe contrary to the Bible, Therefore Resolved, that we request 
Elder Colin Hodge to present the truth according to tlie Bible, in that 
neiphborhood, either by pui)lic discourse or debate with Dr. Stephens, 
whichever he may think best calculated to advance the cause of truth.

Septemhor l^-To, the church resolves to build a 
brii k house lifty feet lonp. thiity-eiphl feet wide and fourteen fee 
between Moor and ceilinp. We are in th ,t house today, having spen 
some < ipht hundred dollars in repairs and improvements recently. 

The buildinp did not absorb all their attention however, for we 
lind the cliurch enjoyinp pracious rev ivals .mil in patheritips diirinp tho 
five or six vears ot ihe building. Elder Isaac McMurry was the faith- 
ful pastor iluriiip this building period. Ho wa» groatly aataamod for 

his piety and ut<right living. 

January 1874. Elder Colin Hodge again baeomoa the undershcpard 
A burdensome debt is hanging over them. Who has not heard of the 
drouth of 74? |578 yet to oe raised and a crop failure! Yet we read 
Oetobor 1874 the meeting continued twelve days, when twenty-four

Of tho pastor Colin Hodge I hesitate to write. Such sacred mem- 
oriea! Soeh holy ground! Many of us today hear his voice, feel bis 

Fresence, see his tears, know his love. Though departed yet speaking 
have heard the great and near great of our day and times, out for 
pulpit eloquence and power, none have impressed me as did Colin 
Hodge, the preacher of my childhood days. His biography says: — He 
was converted in his 2,")th year. In 1841, on his way to a fiorse race he 
met the people returning from I 'nion church where they have just closed, 
a meeting and this thought occurred to him, "As we are going now, so 
will it be in the end." He became pungently convicted of his sins, 
and witndrawing a bet he had made on a horse race, turned his atten- 
tion to the affairs of his boul. This alone is rich reward for all those 
years of toils and prayers Perhaps those fathers were discouraged 
and thought their meeting a failure. Only three or four joined that 
year. But their going home that day was used of the Lord to arrest 
this young man yet breathing out tbroataning against the disciples of 
the Lord. And straightway thero foil ftrom his eyes as it were scales, 
and he received sight, and arose and was baptised, by Elder Jaa. W. 
Mansfield into tho feliowabip of Union ehareh, a chcMon veasol to pro- 
claim the unsearchable richea of Christ to thfs malntudes tjiat gladly 
heard him. 

Bro. Hndge continues pastor until February 1883, when the church 
reluctantly accepts his resignation, offered on account of his failing 
health The records show this one of the brightest eras in the hmUtf 
of the church. Many revivals and ingatheJings are noted. Ita BMI^ 
bership is now more than 200, having almost doubled in ten years. 

Closely identified with this great work and a great factor in it was 
Elder B. W. Barnes of blessea memory. While he was never pastor 
of the church, he was truly the pastors helper and true yoke-fellow in 
all the work of the church. He was most effective in revival work, a 
winner of souls his earnest entreaty, his faithful warning, weeping, 
sowing precious seed, brought forth abundant harvest of precious 
aoola.

For 
thirty-five years prior to the for 
mation of this Association, call 
it six years since the advance in 
lirice of tobacco jroes hack to 
the tirst pool; for thirty-tive 
years prior thereto, I say, the 
average price of tobacco was— I 
have the words of old buyers to 
bear oie out in this statement— 
from four and three quarters to 
five cents. In those years the 
land, even the richest of it, de 
teriorated in productive potenti- 
ality. And the rolling lands, or 
thousands of acres, once so 
rich as virgin soil, are now so 
worn and washes as to be unfit 
for tillaica. 
Five-cent tobacco did it. 
The land kept getting poorer 
«n(l poorer. 

Resident tobacco buyers lived 
rich and piled up fortunes. 

Foreign buyers of the Stem- 
ming type of tobacco lived like 
princes and piled up millions on 
top of millions. 

Meanwhile the farmer was sell 
in^r the lifeof his wife, thatof his 
children and the life of his land. 
His wife got no wages for her 
labor. His children got no wa- 
ges for their labor, and, in con- 
sequences, the wife grew old at 
thirty, and the children, those 
who survived, wt-re fore-ordain- 
ed to a stunted manhood— men 
tal. moral and physical. 

And all that was before th 
days of the trust. 

And then came the trust and 
confiscaced three crops, Far- 
mers are |»a> ing off debts today 
that were contracted i> the con- 
fiscation. 

In the meagerest manner I re- 
cite the facts of local tobacco 
history, familiar to all. 

In the past four years the .\s- 
aoclation has constrained the 
trust to pay an average of sev- 
«n and a quarter cents for four 
crops of tobacco. And that fig- 
ure has yielded only the meag- 
erest wages to the women ajid 
children, and to the tenants- 
white man or negro. 

All of which reflections in con- 
4lensed form were suggested by 
the following extract from a 
Cor>'don letter published in 
Tuesday's Evening Journal: 

Corydon, Ky., Oct., 4 —We 
have had the finest weather for 
the curing of tobacco of late that 
there has been fw several years. 
The crop is pretty well cured 
and will soon be ready for mar- 
ket: and the farmers in this beat 
are going to be sadly disappoint- 
ed if tlie committee sells it for 
less than eight cents from the 
ground up. • 

From which it will be seen 
that the Corydon letler writer 
exhibits that meek and lowly 
sptrit comment eil ori in the first 
lines of this article. 

I don't know what price the 
district coRunittee will put on 
the 1010 crop of tobacco. In- 
deed it will not be known for 
some days whether or not there 
will be any Association tobacco 
for sale. It all depends on the 
returns from Crittenden and 
Hopkins. If it turns out there 
is 75 per cant, of the crop 
pledged to the Association, the 
committee ^tt name the price. 

Otherwise the trust will name 
the price for every man's crop. 

Ten cents Irom the ground up , 
is what this crop should* bring. 
Last year's crop sold for seven | 
cents and in quality it was 30 



crop. And yet last year's crop 
sold below the value. 

llie k)eal representatives of 
th^obacco Trust are allied to 
the peoples of the district by 
ites of afllnlty and consanguinty. 
They, with one exception, per- 
haps, moved thereto by a decent 
regard for equity and justice, 
will advise the trust to pay the 
the price fixed l)y the commit- 
tee. For they know by experi- 
ence there is no disposition on 
the part of the Association to 
name an extortionate price. 

The local representatives of 
the Tobacco Trust know the 
temper of the jieople as well as 
I know it, and we know it far 
better than do the head men of 
the trust. If from no higher 
motives than the dictates of 
prudence the head men of the 
trust may profit by the wise ad- 
vice of their local represtatives.

GOOD ROADS 

The building of good roads 
has become a science, but many 

advances in ^(mxI road cons- 
truction can be looked forward 
to in the near future. Every 
district is compelled to use the 
material at hand or adjacent, 
but the question of how to 
acla|)t it so as to produce the 
best roadway i>ossible is the im- 
portant thing to be studied and 
learned. No general rule for 
the constructions of roads can be 
applied everywhere alike, the 
local conditions being so ditfei- 
ent. Many states have High- 
way Boards or a Road Com- 
mission, and it should be iheir 
duty to study the conditions and 
material at hand and instruct 
the local authorities what to use 
und how to use it. 

Some states have taken great 
foi ward steps in road-building; 
of these Maryland is one of the 
most notable, mainly becau.se of 
the activity of Governor Croth- 
erS' He lias nearly aliolished 
the toll gates in Maryland, und 
through his efforts state bonds 
were voted and many miles of 
good roads have been construct- 
ed during the past two years' 
and the good wwk is being con 
tinned. 

"If there is anjrthing in the 
state of Maryland that I dislike 
to see it is the toll gate," said I 
Governor Crothers in speaking' 
before an improvement asso- 
ciation recently. "The money 
expended for good roads bene- 
fits the residents of the cities as 
well as the people of the count- 
ies." and he advised his hearers
